Speech of M, Ker faint, on the Briti War, in the 
‘ational Conventions 
Tranflated from a French paper. J ' 

THE National Convention has referred to you 
a memorijal of the minifter of foreign affairo on the 
prefent conduct of the Britith government, and the 
propofition I have made to prepare for a maritime 
war if the fafety and dignity of the republic fhould 
require it. : 

{ thall divide the refult of my refle€tions on this 
important matter into two parts 3 in the firft I thall 
endeavor to penetrate into and bring to light thein- , 
tentions of the Britith miniftry; in the fecond I 
fhall boldly anticipate the confequences of the war, 
with which we are threatened. 

If the cabinet of St. James fhauld declare war a-! 
gainftyou, you will difcover the combination of the, 
maritime powers, and you may be fure before hand, - 
that you will have to fight them all at once s butit 
is not in their number, or of their with to hurt us, 
that I have any doubt, but of their powers The 
governments of Britain, Spain, Holland, Ruffia, 
and Portugal are our enemies, for they are all def- 
potic. Let us confine ourfelves atprefent to the moft 
powerful of them, becaufe it governs a people who 
formerly enjoyed fome degree of liberty 3 and that 
fingle advantage had rendered it formidable while 
ourfelves were flaver Let ua confider what the 
Britith government can do; let us unravel ite de- 
figns and difcover the end that it withes to obtain, 
I perceive three difia intercfts, all equally foreign 
to tht Britil peop'e. The hatred which the king 
bears to the French, and his fears for the falety of 
his crown, is the only motive of the intereft that 
he has manifefted for Louis XVI; this interctt is 
firengthened by that of the nobles, and of the epif- 
copalians our natural enemies, The anxiety of the 
prime miniftet, Pitt, the abfolute’ matter of En- 
gland foreight years pat, and whom the ftorm of a 
revolution or of a war equally threatens to hurl from 
his feat of powers this party is connected with the 
other by the ariBocracy of midsied men and the nu- 
marous agents of government: the war will bring 
about a csalition of thefe two intereftssand fuch is 
taer force, that they will carry England along with 
them.

“the violence of our porties, all thofe external cha- 
. rateriftics of the moft violent crifis which a nation 


ever experienced, are, we owd, well caluculated to 
ground the hopes on which that minifter refte——He 
dogs not know that the immenfity of public danger 
will re-unite us; he does not know that thefe ne- 
gociations, fo mich talked of, fhew an excels of 
ftrength,.and cannot belong to a debilitated body 3 
that our expenfea however enormous, are nothing, 
if we compare them to our fefources; that the 
whole of France is here, and that wa have yet feve- 
ral milliard: in ftorey of which we cannot make a 
better ufo than in employing them to found our in- 
ternal and external independence 3 he docs not know 
that the number of our enemieey far'from -difcou - 
raging us, will call forth our a€tivity and our re- 
fourfes ; and that a people who bring into a comi- 
mon ftuck, their hands their courage, and their 
fortunes,are invincible; that they can neither want 
olaiera nur money ; in fine, he dogs not know that 
fuch ia our fituation, that we muf no longer count 
our enemies, and that they have placed us under the 
glorious neceflity of conquering them, er perifhing 
in the attempt. If Britain, without a mative, in 
contempt of the law of nations, fhould deelare war 
againft us, Frenchmen, remember Cortez burniog 
his veffe!s in fight of hia whole army landed on the 
fhores of Mexico. 

Bat after having drawn your attention to the ac- 
tual ftate of the Britith government, permit ma call 
itnow to the difpofition of the Britifh people, for 
that people is not yet reduced to that degree of fer- 
vitude that they fhould be reckoned for nothing in 
the fuppofition of an approaching rupture with their 
government. We have been actuftomed to defig- 
nate under the general name of Englifhmen, three 
different nations whom nature has feparated, whom 
force had brought together, whom intereft conftant- 
ly divides, and whom the principles of our i¢volu- 
tion have varioufly affected. 

The Englith people, like all conquering nations, 
have long oppreffed Scotland and Ireland 5 but it 
muft be obferved, that thefe two laft nations, al~ 
ways reftlefe and fecretly revolting at the injuitice of 
the Englith nation, have obtained at different peri- 
odo, fuch cenceffions as have left them the hope of 
regaining their full independence. - I fhall not here 
expatiate on the circumftances which form the differ, 
ence between Ireland and England, Every one knows 
her parliament, her vice-roy, and the kind of po- 
litical libesty which fhe obtained by open foree du- 
ring the American war 3 but whatis not fo well 
known fs, the difficulties which the British parliae 
ment continues to throw in the way of the induftry 
and commerce of Ireland, and their conftant oppofi- 
tion to the freedom of that commerce. The Ca- 
thalic fect is yet fubjected to the Gothic and barba- 
rous laws of intollerant agos ; and with this kind 
of partial independence, the Irith feem to turn their 
eyes upon us and tell us—Come, foew yourfelver and 
we are frets 

Scotland labore under other grievances; fhe is 
teprefented in parliament, but ina manner fo dif- 
proportionate to her riches, her territory aud her 
population, that fhe muft be fenfible that fhe is in 
fact, no more than a colony dependant upon the En- 
glith goveunment, and yet the Scotch know their 
tights and feel their ftrength į the principles deve- 
loped by the Frensh nation, have found their zeal- 
ous defenders, who have deferved the firt honore of 
the perfecution of the Britith government; but 
thofe perfecutions have made profelytes, and no 
where havé our triumphs been celebrated with greater 
Joys than in the cities and towns of Scotland, the 
principal towns of which have been illuminated on 
thofe occafions.

{picuous light, in which you have placed

Tt has ever been an article of your po- 
litical creed, that honor and Monefty 
have no ufe, unlefs to ferve as a mafk 
in politics; that he is honeft who fuc- 
ceeds, and honorable who, by whatever 
means, crufhes a rival. As a faint 
dketch, fir, of the turpitude of your 
heart, of your contempt of every patri- 
otic fentiment, as well as your impu- 
dence in the open avowal, you may re- 
colle€t what paffed in the convention 
for adopting the propofed amendments 
of the coni{titution of this Rate, in June 
1786.
